Douglas Stanley Bernard, seven- 
year-old son of Mr. and Mrs. Stan 
Bernard, of Kirkcaldy, died on Sat- 
i/rday, April 19th, as the result of 
an accident which occurred about 
one o’clock Saturday afternoon at 
the village six miles south of Vul¬ 
can. 

Unnoticed by the driver, the 
youngster had been playing in the 
back of a light delivery truck and 
when the truck started to move 
off the lad became frightened and 
jumped from the moving vehicle. 
Unconscious when picked up by his 
father and other witnesses, the 
youngster was rushed to the Vul¬ 
can hospital, where he died shortly 
after admittance. Cause of death 
is understood to have been a broken 
neck. No inquest will be held. 

Because of road conditions, 
funeral ■services were not held at 
Vulcan, but took place at High 
River on Wednesday, April 23rd. 
Interment was made in the family 
plot north of DeWinton. 

Besides his fathpr, who is an 
elevator agent at Kirkcaldy, and 
his mother, he is survived by two 
sisters, 'Margaret and Mary, and 
his grandmother, Mrs. M. Douglas, 
of Drumheller.

Provincial highway No. 23 will 


definitely be ndrnilt this year, ac¬ 
cording to further information re¬ 
ceived last week by thfc Advocate. 

Word received from [the Provin¬ 
cial Department of Public Works, 
through Rev. Peter Dawson, MjC.A., 
is that the Board of Highway Com¬ 
missioners estimate for this high¬ 
way is $176,000. This is necessarily 
a rou'gh estimate and the actual 
cost of rebuilding the road will not 
be known until the survey now 
in progress is completed. 

Present indications are - that 
the old highway will be rebuilt 
from Lethbridge tp. Nobleford and 
a new roadbed constructed from 
Nobleford to Vul’an. A survey 
crew is nqw at work on the route 
from Monarch to Vulcan and from 
Nobleford on the survey is being 
made west of the railroad track. 
The new route would eliminate cer¬ 
tain level crossings. The high¬ 
way woujd continue on its present 
route from Vulcan through Carse- 
land to Calgary. 

The Sunshine Trail from the 
Corner Store, twelve miles north 
of Vulcan to High River is also 
included in the rebuilding and re¬ 
surfacing plans for this year. This 
assurance has been given both Rev. 
Dawson, who is M.L.A. for Little 
Bow constituency, and Ivan.Casey, 
M.L.A. for Okotoks-High River con¬ 
stituency.

threat Lakes. Actually there wasn’t much use for the 
penny out here, aside from buying a postage stamp 
or a licorice st ck. And westerners when out shop¬ 
ping in Eastern Canada ambled absentmindedly 
out of stores without waiting for their two cent or 
three cent change. Clerks would pursue them with 
the despised coinage, and no doubt the western habit 
of ignoring the penny was regarded as another evi¬ 
dence of western ostentation and lack of thrift. But 
it wasn’t so intentionally. It was the rooted western 
habit of eliminating the weighty negligible little 
penny from most transactions. 

But now we are ourselves all tied up in the cent 
belt. Bennies, pennies everywhere. Not that they 
have any value comparable with the good old days, 
but they are tacked on to almost every nickel trans¬ 
action as a modest boost. To jump a chocolate bar 
from a nickel to a dime would draw down Are for 
100'/. increase. So “they” (meaning whom?) hinch 
it up a penny at a time so that it draws unobtrusive¬ 
ly nearer to the dime mark. 

Similarly milk has been eased up a penny at a 
time, and many other requirements take small one 
cent jumps on the theory that the consumers will 
never notice. There never was a time when pockets 
were fo weighted down with these little plagues. Not 
that anything short of a barrelful can buy much un¬ 
der its own power, but without those extra pennies 
you can buy practically nothing. 

Some way this coinage doesn't seerrwiatural in the 
west. It rasps and wearies the spirit. It Isn’t native 
to the country, nor to the people who belong here. It 
must be some devilish plot to easternlze us.

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Canada Has Key 
Place at Geneva 


Items From Bob Edwards’ 
Inimitable “Eye Opener” 


Ross Munro, Canadian Press 
writer, commonting on the 18-pow- 
«t international trade conference 
open ng on April 10 at Geneva, 

says: 

“As-a dollar country and a pow- 
eiful creilifbr and trading nation, 
Canada is in a key position as she 
enters the international trade con- 
fercnre. 

“Next to the United States and 
Britain, Canada will wield more in¬ 
fluence than any other country in 
this 17-member preparatory com¬ 
mittee meeting which is working 
towards the goal of an internation¬ 
al trade organizat on, trade ex¬ 
perts said. The 18th member was 
Iiussia but Moscow declined an in¬ 
vitation to attend. 

“Strong efforts will be made to 
break down many trade barriers 
. for the benefit of all. At the Sable 
time efforts will be made to pro¬ 
tect national interests considered 
essent al in the competitive scram¬ 
ble for world trade. 

“From a Canadian viewpoint 
Canada has a foot in the two main 
trading camps. She has great trad¬ 
ing interests with the United 
States on the dollar basis but also 
is tied by sentiment and trading 
interest to Britain and the sterling 
bloc which includes the other 
three dominions. The Canadian 
government, it is understood, is 
a'most w 


Bob Edwards, editor of the High River Eye Opener, from 
1902 to 1904, and later of the Calgary Eye Opener, had 
great admiration for the R.N.W.M.P. This was one form 
of authority which he held in respect, and frequently called 
attention to the fact that they were grossly underpaid.

An acute situation still exists 
in regard to the shortage of 
Bottles in Brewing Industry. 

Deliveries Limited, Agents 
for Alberta Breweries, reports 
present shortages are due sole¬ 
ly to “Bottles’ ” disappearance 
from work.

Calgary Eye Opener, Aug. 6, 1900 
Train Kobbert Reward 

No signs yet of the five doughty 
members of the R.N.W.M.P. get¬ 
ting any of the reward they -earned 
in capturing those three notorious 
train rofcbbers. There are three 
rewards, aggregating $11,600, to 
which they are entitled. 

What :s the betting that they 
get beat out of the whole thing? 
Being policemen, living under mili¬ 
tary dsicipline, they .cannot, make 
any very strenuous move in the 
matter—in fact they cannot make 
any move at all—a circumstance 
which allows mean advantage to be 
taken. 

Here is the Reward placard 
which was published and broadcast 
immediately after the robbery: 

$11,500 Reward 

The Canadian Pacific Railway 
Co., offers a reward of $5000 for 
the capture, dead or aliver of the 
three robbers who held up train 
97 between .Ducks and Kamloops 
on the morning of the 9th inst., or 
$1000 for the capture, dead or alive 
of any one of the robbers. 

The Dominion Government also 
offers $5000 on the same terms as 
the above. 

The B.C. provincial government 
offers $1500 for each man for cap¬ 
ture and conviction. By Order, 
Kamloops, B.C., May 12, 1906. 

Why Don't They Pay Up? 

The Dominion Government has a 
loophole for escape of payment 
through the Mounted Police rule 
no member of the force is entitled 
to reward for doing his duty. 

That is all very well. But the 
duty performed in the present in¬ 
stance was performed outside the 
territory in which the police had 
engaged to serve. Commissioner 
Perry, we understand, is doing his . 
best for the men and may bring the 
authorities-at Ottawa to a proper 
sense of their obligation. The mor¬ 
al effect of the capture on the des¬ 
perado class is of incalculable val¬ 
ue to the west. 

. But there is absolutely no ex¬ 
cuse for the C.P.R. w'ggling out ot 
the obligation they undertook. It 
was William Whyte hirhself -who 
applied for the Joan of R.N.W.M.P. 
to pursue the search. He had prev¬ 
iously had $30,000 worth of exper- 
irnce in discovering the incompe¬ 
tence of the Thistle Detective Ag¬ 
ency n connection with the Mis¬ 
sion Junction train robbery. The 
same old desperado, Bill Miner, 
was implicated that time. So in ap¬ 
plying for the loan of a batch of 
R.N.W.M.P., William Whyte of the 
C.P.R. did so expecting that they 
would succeed in capturing these 
men who had proved such a men¬ 
ace to his railway. It is presumed 
that he offered the $5000 reward in 
cold blood and full control of his 
senses. Then why in heaven’s name 
not put up. 

If the C.P.R. fails to fulfil this 
self imposed obligation, we have a 
picture of Mounted Police dashing 
out and risking their lives to cap¬ 
ture C.P.R. hold-up men on future 
occasions. 

As for the reward offered by the 
B.C. government no one really ev¬ 
er expected it to be paid. They 
have the reputation of being crook- 
-eder than the train robbers them¬ 
selves.

The public is under the impres¬ 
sion that the Mounted Police re¬ 
cently got a raise in pay of 25 cts.

Oat Varieties in Western Canada 

Last year, for the first time, Line 
Elevator grain buyers tvere asked 
to estimate the percentage of the 
total oat acreage, in their own dis¬ 
tricts, -occupied by different oat 
varieties. A total of 2,250 Agents 
completed and returned variety s'ur 
vey forms. A brief summary of the 
survey follows: ■ 

Manitoba. In 1940, the percent¬ 
age of the total oat acreage occupied 
bv the recommended varieties, 
•namely, Vanguard (43.2%), Ajax 
(29.7%), and Exeter (4.5%), was 
77.4 per cent. For 1947, Vanguard, 
Ajax, and Exeter are the officially 
approved varieties for all Manitoba 
soil zones, with this exception— 
Vanguard is not recommended for 
“one 2A (Red River Valley). 
'.Saskatchewan. The three recom¬ 
mended varieties—Victory (39.2%), 
Ajax (lS.G%),and Exeter (1.4%)— 
occupied only 59.2% of the total 
Saskatchewan oat acreage in 1940 
The percentage of the acreage de¬ 
voted to non-recommended varieties 
was qs follows: Banner, 21.0%; 
Vanguard, 11.4%; Gopher, 5.5%; 
and others, 2.9%. In 1947, Victory, 
Ajax, and Exeter are again the 
officially recommended varieties foi 
Saskatchewan. „ 

Alberta. Victory is the most 
ixipiilar oat variety in Alberta. In 
1946, it occupied 59 .Q% of the .total 
oat acreage, Banner (2L0%), 
I-egacy (6.7%), and pertain othci 
approved varieties, were grown on 
34.S% of the acreage. Only 6.0% 
of the 1940 Alberta oat acreage wa.- 
devoted to non - recommended 
varieties. Victory, Ajax, Legacy. 
La rain, Eagle, and Banner (Zone 4 
only) are recommended for 1947. 

Prairie Provinces. In 1946, the 
percentage of the total oat acreagi 
in Western Canada occupied b\ 
different varieties was as follows: 
Victory, 39 5%; Banner, 1S.1%; 
Ajax, 10 3%; Vanguard, 14,0%: 
Gopher, 4 2%; and uthers, 7.9G 
Information on the varieties ot 
oats officially recommended for your 
particular district in 1947 ran l» 
obtained from your local Agricul¬ 
tural ^Representative, or ncarps' 
Dominion Experimental or Illustra¬ 
tion Station. Treatment of all oat 
seed planted in Western Canada ir 
1947- m ttruogly recommeuded.

“At the time when Daniel Mas¬ 
sey and Alanson Harris began to 
make their plows and rakes,” he 
stated, “it was considered good 
work for two men to cut and bind 
three acres of grain in the course 
of a summer day. Today the great 
grandson and even the great grand 
daughter of a farmer of 1847 can 
cut and thresh 50 acres of grain 
between sunrise and sunset. The 
average farming of the Canadian 
man today is 86 acres.

Many people listened to a speech 
broadcast by Leonard Brockington, 
K.C. when he spoke at the celebra-' 
tion of Massey-Harris hundredth 
anniversary recently. 

Introduced by James S. Duncan, 
president of the Company, Mr.

By 1880/both Massey and Har¬ 
ris had expanded to the point, 
vhere they were going after for¬ 
eign business. By 1891, they 
amalgamated as Massey-Harris. 
fought in the war of 1812. In 1847 
he was successfully farming at 
Newcastle, Ontario where he set 
up a small shop to make plows, 
si ufflers, etc. At the same time Rev 
John Harris of Brantford began 
making plows and wooden revolv¬ 
ing hay rakes his own invention, 
wan there were practically none. 

“In the year 1860 came the be¬ 
ginning of mechanized farming, 
which has brought invention of 
rakes, steam plows, seed drills, 
tractorless combines. This has 
freed some portion of farm lives 
for leisure, released millions to 
other pursuits, raised standards of 
living and wages, opened up new 
lands on the western prairies, To¬ 
morrow it will revolutionize Asia 
and Africa.”

In his fore ward the doctor says: 

“This article is not to be read as 
an official life-story of the unique 
‘Bob’ Edwards or of his famous 
High River Eye Opener, but is 
simply a narration of a few of the 
many incidents that concerned Bob 
and the writer. That relationship 
was close during the early years of 
our medical practice in High River 
aqd during the earliest days of the 
High River Eye Opener. 

“Bob started his paper there in 
1902. His best friend was Jerry 
Boyce, proprietor of the Astoria 
Hotel, and Jerry financed Bob for 
a multitude of' his needs. Bob had 
long since given up the idea of 
keeping any finances for himself. 
Accordingly the Eye-Opener got 
going, and something prompted us 
to file away copies of several of its 
earlie.-t issues. This' was more 
than Bob did, for he habitually ne¬ 
glected to keep anything, let alone 
copies of his own peculiar effusions 
of literary gen us. The reader will 
note how our forethought helped 
Bob out of a predicament years 
later. We shall refer in a moment 
to one of Bob’s letters to us, but to 
ap pr.ciate its significance the 
reader should note that he was a 
frequent visitor to us in our pro¬ 
fessional capacity and in a person¬ 
al relationship also.

Although manufacturers, whole¬ 
salers and retailers express the 
pious hops that prices will not 
shoot up as result of removal ot 
price ceilings, the hard-pressed 
consumer is cringing in fear of 
what the new decontiol w II do to 
his budget.

tending to marry his childhood 
sweetheart Mary. Although she 
had waited for him through the 
years, Mary suddenly jilted him 
on the eve of marriage. They said 
she didn’t like the house. Not only 
did he have this emotional upset, 
but his practice was very draggy. 
In his first month he had only on* 
patient and things did not improve 
noticeably. These circumstances 
tended to make him very morose. 
In order to add to his income he 
became an instructor in physiology 
at Western University, London, On 
tario. 

This work necessitated hard 
study, and this fact, coupled with 
a bent toward research led him to 
an absorbing interest in the func¬ 
tions of the pancreas. It became an 
. obsession with him to discover an 
extract that would control diabetes 

Other scientists had been experi¬ 
menting with animals in tying off 
the duct leading from the pancreas 
to the small bowel. He too conduct¬ 
ed experiments in whch he followed 
this practice, waited for weeks, 
then removed the pancreas and 
n ade an extract which could safely 
be injected and could control dia¬ 
betes. 

This process was still in the ex¬ 
perimental stage, and he made 
three trips to interest Prof. Mc¬ 
Leod, head of physiology in Uni¬ 
versity of Toronto. Finally he se¬ 
cured the consent of Prof. McLeod 
to make use of the Toront^labora- 
tory during summer months, but it 
was made clear that the expense 
of the experimental work must not 
be on the University where he was 
gi\en merely the use of the labor- 
that he was on the right track, so 
dogged in his faith, that he sold 
his house in London, his practice 
and all that he had of a negotiable 
nature, and financed his own re¬ 
search in the Toronto laboratory. 
From that time onward Dr. Best 
shared equally in proving the ex¬ 
periment. And as work progressed 
they found they could make the ex¬ 
traction from beef pancreas by 
treating with acidulated alcohol. 
They secured pancreas from the 
abattoirs. 

First Used on Humans in 1922 

Insulin treatment was first tried 
on human patients in 1922. First 
experiments proved successful but 
there was still a period of trial ana 
error until absolute security of 
treatment was arrived at. About 
one year later there was enough 
insulin produced commercially to 
supply the Toronto market, and in 
1923 it was available generally, 

During this time Dr. Collip was 
collaborator, doing very important 
work in securing mass production. 
He also deserves much credit. 

In 1923 Dr. Banting and Prof. 
Method were jointly awarded the 
Nobel prize for this great contribu¬ 
tion to medicaLscienc \ In the same 
year, at the age of 32 Dr. Banting 
was married, but it did not prove 
a happy marriage and wriund up in 
divorce. 

However national recognition 
came with a $7500 life annuity 
from the Dominion of Canada, and 
he had further material security in 
his salary of $6000 a year as 
Chief of Research Dep’t, univer¬ 
sity of Toronto. 

In 1934, he was knighted, and 
by that time his insulin treatment 
has brought hope to diabetic vic¬ 
tims the world over. It was in 1935 
that he travelled to Russia, and his 
popularity was not increased by 
his favorable reports on that coun¬ 
try. In 1939 he married again and 
his tragic death in a plane crash 
occurred in 1941 when he was at 
the height of his powers. It is sain 
that his wife is now training in 
medicine. He had a son by his first

- In giving an outline of the life 
of Sir Frederick Banting at Rotary 
Thursday evening, Dr. Norman 
Foster touched on homely details 
wh ch made the life &l this great 
Canadian art engrossing Btory. 
Frustrations and disappointments 
played, their part-in directing his 
energies and interests toward the 
eventual discovery of insulin. His 
early years of medical practice 
were neither smooth nor success¬ 
ful, but he finally received a full 
measure of recognition for his gift 
to the world of medical science. 

Born on an isolated farm near 
Alliston, Ontario, in 1891, Sir 
Frederick was the son of parents 
who were of the old type religious 
trend. The Bible and Pilgrim’s 
Progress were much read books in 
his home. As a schoolboy he was 
serious, pugnacious and dreaded 
failure. As he progressed in his 
’teens his father and childhood 
sweetheart Mary tried to incline 
him to the ministry and his first 
year at Victoria College, Univer¬ 
sity of Toronto, was a start toward 
a theological career. 

But contact with medical stud¬ 
ents developed in him interest in 
medicine. Small incidents which al¬ 
so had their influence in inclining 
him toward medicine were the 
death of a childhood friend from 
diabetes, and the death of another 
entire family of friends from tub¬ 
erculosis. 

However, with thought of the 
sacrifice his father was making for 
his education, he completed \Vt 
years in pre-theological work, and 
felt he was on the wrong track. He 
talked it over seriously with his 
father who consented to his change 
of calling on the understanding 
that assistance through medical 
school would be all the help he 
could expect from home. 

In 1915 Tie enlisted in the first 
Great War, but was sent back to 
school for completion of training. 
Later he saw service at a base hos¬ 
pital in England, where he became 
interested in orthopedics, and then 
went on to France as a M.O. of a 
unit in service there. He displayed 
great valor and was awarded the 
M.C. But he was wounded in h!s 
right forearm, a serious disability 
for a young doctor. When he re¬ 
turned to England the authorities 
wanted to amputate his arm, but 
he staunchly refused, and won 
through to recovery.

•The most important foodstuffs 
today, when large section* of the 
world’s population are facing star¬ 
vation, are those capable of tran¬ 
shipment and storage in large 
quantities without deterioration 
Such are the cereal grains and 
ihcir products. But insects take a 
heavy toll of these valuable food 
stuffs. 

In Canada, of course, damage ti 
stored products by insects is only a 
fraction of that in countries such 
as India. Nevertheless, the potential 
danger is real enough. Despite the 
advantages of our climate, and 
modern storage and processing 
facilities, insects cause important 
losses annually in Western Canada, 
for all stages of_ cereal production 
from the farmer's granary to the 
housewife’a kitchen are subject ti 
infestation. 

The function of the new labor., 
torv is to investigate and develoj 
methods for reducing insect infesta¬ 
tion in stored foods to a minimum 
New insecticides and in*o.'ticida!

There has been continued inter¬ 
est in the newer herbicides during 
the past season, particularly with 
usually called 2, 4-D. The use of 2, 
4-D is not to be considered as the 
only method for weed control, but 
rather as one of the most promis¬ 
ing supplements to good cultural 
and cropp ng practices. The useful¬ 
ness of 2, 4-D for lawn weeds and 
the spraying^ of some annuals in 
growing crops has been fairly well 
proven in most sections of the Un- 
• ited States and Canada. 

It is essential to observe a few 
precautions when using 2, 4-D 
This chemical is very effective for 
dandelions and plantains without 
causing much injury to the grass, 
biit any spray drift is almost cer¬ 
tain death to flower borders and 
ornamental trees and shrubs. If 
2. 4-D is used for roadside, fence¬ 
line, or field spraying, care should 
be taken to keep away from trees 
and hedges, susceptible crops such 
as alfalfa, flax, peas, beans and 
fome other non-grass crpps of 
minor importance." 

Rates of application vary great¬ 
ly, but recommendations given by 
the manufacturers usually can be 
followed with assurance. The gen¬ 
eral rate for lawn spraying and 
selective spraying is between ^ 
and 1 pound for free acid equiva¬ 
lent per acre. 

The amount of water used can 
be from 5 to 150 gallons per ane. 
A fog-type machine can be used to 
apply as little as 5 gallons of 
spray mixture per acre. If a boon- 
type spray rig is used, the amount 
of water is usually between 100 
and 150 gallons per acre. Cost fac¬ 
tors involved here are compensat¬ 
ing as the cost of transporting a 
greater quantity of water when 
using a boom sprayer is^artially 
offset by the lower cost of the 
boom sprayer as compared with the 
tost of a fog-type machine.

A suggestion made was that one 
reason why personal insurance on 
cars in Manitoba had increased so 
greatly was that the individual car 
ciriver was safeguarding himself 
against getting tangled up with 
the government. 

It was asked whether the Act 
would reflect on insurance rates. 
Mr. Watt thought that any effect 
that might come would be through 
a greatly increased volume of car 
insurance which in turn might 
lead to a reduction in rates. 

Another question was whether 
this fund was ear-marked for the 
sole purpose of meeting unsatisfied 
judgments. Opinion was that it 
was so ear-marked.

Is Compulsory 
Insurance Good? 


Details of the new Compulsory 
Automobile Insurance Act were the 
subject of a brief talk given by F. - 
L. Watt at Rotary Thursday even¬ 
ing. The speaker said that in Al¬ 
berta the new provision for unsat¬ 
isfied judgments is called somewhat 
erroneously “a mercy fund.” In 
Manitoba somewhat similar legis¬ 
lation badly called “Unsatisfied 
Judgment fund.” 

The Alberta Act which requires 
an extra $1.00 on every truck or 
car license, appears to have been 
somewhat hastily put through. But 
it has been patterned on the Mani¬ 
toba Act which was made effective 
after years of research, and has 
had the benefit of this nrevious 
research. In the Manitoba Act 
there is a limit to the amount to 
be accumulated in this fund, after 
which the levy is to be reduced or 
dropped. There seems no such pro¬ 
vision in the Alberta Act. 

The fund is designed to com¬ 
pensate victims of car accidents in 
case the causer of the accident Is 
financially Unable to pay. Action is 
taken in the ordinary way to re¬ 
cover damages. If the judgment is 
upheld by the Alberta Supreme 
Court, the next move is to apply 
for collection from the Compulsory 
Insurance fund. 

The understanding is that prob¬ 
ably a year would lapse before any 
settlement is made. There would 
be investigation launched to learn., 
whether the defendant has funds 
to satisfy the judgment and all 
this would take time. 

This is taken to mean that every 
effort would be made by the gov¬ 
ernment to collect from the defend¬ 
ant, although compensation is 
taken care of under the compulsory 
insurance fund. 

In investigating whether a de¬ 
fendant has any funds seizures 
can be made on the basis of the 
Exemption Act. For instance, a 
man’s car cjiuld not be seized if 
he used it to earn a living. A 
farmer would be allowed to retain 
a certain minimum of stock, land 
and seed grain. 

If the" defendant’s assets or in¬ 
surance are not enough to satisfy 
the court judgment the remainder 
necessary is taken from the unsat¬ 
isfied judgment fund. 

In hit-and-run cases where the 
defendant is unknown, the,.victirn 
can obtain damages from the fund, 
by launching court action against 
a dummy defendant and getting 
judgmtnt. 

It has been the experience of 
Manitoba that in the 32 months of

An Advocate of 
Margarine 


The Senate has been obstinately 
fighting against the use of margar¬ 
ine in Canada, but Hon. W. D. Eul- 
e» put up a strong plea for it in » 
speech the other day. He said: 

Mr. Hannam contends that we 
should not permit the sale of oleo- 
margar ne, as it interferes with 
the sale of butter. But there are in 
tills country at) least eleven million 
consumers who cannot obtain a 
sufficient supply of butter and who 
are obliged to do with an allot¬ 
ment of six ounces a week. There 
has been a shortage of butter in 
Canada for gome years, and Mr. 
Bracken the leader of the Conser¬ 
vative party in the House of Com¬ 
mons, states that tins year there is 
going to be a shortage of sixty 
mill on pounds. This is not to be 
wondered at, for in the last two 
years we have exported to (he Un¬ 
ited States 118,000 milk cows. 

However, surely apart from the 
principle of freedom of choice, on 
which I base my main argument, 
it is the essence of selfishness for 
the dairyman to say, in. effect, “If 
you do not buy my butter you may 
not -buy a substitute ” or “I tor- 
bid you to buy margarine, even 
though I have not the butter to 
sell you qr have not as much as 
you want or need,” or “You cannot 
buy margarine, even if you cannot 
afford to buy butter at twice the 
price of margarine.” Despite the 
fact of increased wages from time 
■to time, the ordinary working man 
with a family has a smaller pur¬ 
chasing power today than he has 
had for some time. .

But 
in Alberta there is no such pro. 
vis : on. The driver’s license is can¬ 
celled, and cannot be re-issued un¬ 
til the person repays to the fund in 
full with interest any damages ris-
